He also had been identified as a 
member by Mrs. Berniecc Baldwin 
In a Washington hearing recently. 


Both Mrs. Baldwin and O'Hair 


have worked as "agents for the 
FBI, both having Joined the party 
at directions of the government 
agency in order to spy on Commu- 
nist activities.

asked regarding O'- 


Hair's testimony if it were true 
that he (Bernstein) was member- 
ship director of 'the Communist 
party in Michigan. Bernstein de- 
clined to answer. 


Bernstein, who said he was a 


native of Buffalo. N. Y., said he 
hed been an artist on the Detroit 
News for 23 years. 


The witness declined to say 


whether he attended the 1948 state 
convention of the Communist party 
or a summer workers' camp which 
Tavenner said was conducted by 
the International Workers Order. 
Tavenner said this group has been 
cited by the attorney gcncr%{ aa 
Communist. 


Bernstein's appearance on the 


witness stand was one of several 
scheduled for the day, as the com- 
mittee dug into reported Commu- 
nist attempts to "infiltrate" indus- 
try.

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Primaries May Be Eyewash, But 
They Do Help Political Vision 


Not Ion" ago President Truman called for nomination of 


presidential candidates by direct national primary— in other 
words, by vote of the people. Now he has assailed the exist- 
ing system of presidential primaries as eyewash. 


There's no question that this system falls far short of 


the ideal. Its limitation to just 16 of the 48 states is enough 
alone to handicap it. 


But more than that, the primary laws of those 16 states 


are so varied and complex as to confuse the real meaning 
' of the expressions of popular sentiment they elicit. 


Still it's hardly fair to dismiss them all as eyewash. An 


incumbent president certainly can get another nomination 
from his partv without resort to primaries, as Mr. Roosevelt 
did in 1936, 1940 and 1944, and Mr. Truman did in 1948. 


But that is a reflection of the prime political fact that a 


president is the most powerful man in his party so long as 
he holds office and shows any intention of keeping it. 


An opposition candidate, however, is in no such com- 


manding position except in the rare instances when he stands 
out in his own party and no serious contest develops against 


When that is not the case and a real fight does shape up, 


the primaries can be strongly influential and even decisive 
in either determining the ultimate nominee or ruling out a 


" particular candidate. 


In 1944 the late Wendell Willkie announced that he would 


base his decision whether to seek renomination on the GOP 
ticket on the results of the Wisconsin primary. 


When he was roundly beaten, he withdrew from the race. 
During the spring of 1948, Harold Stassen was riding 


the crest of primary triumphs in Wisconsin, Nebraska and 
Pennsylvania and seemed headed for a victory in Oregon. 


It was being widely predicted that such a result would 


give Stassen an overwhelming edge for the Republican nomi- 
nation at Philadelphia- 


At this point Governor Dewey went to Oregon, made a 


whirlwind tour and then outpointed Stassen in a radio de- 
bate broadcast nation-wide. Dewey captured Oregon, and 
Stassen's star faded. 
• 
• • 


Dewey's comeback and winning of the nomination a sec- 


ond time is generally considered to have started with the 
Oregon primary. 


The story may well be the same in 1952. General Eisen- 


hower, Senator Taft, Governor Warren and Stassen are com- 
peting, and all but Warren are now entered in two or more 
primaries. 


Results could be decisive, especially for Eisenhower, 


whose backers count most heavily upon the general popu- 
lar support they claim for him. 


If, for example, he should lose-^-or win by a shaky mar- 


gin—in the March 11 New Hampshire primary, Eisenhower 
would have an extremely rocky road thereafter. 


For there the GOP administration is behind him and he 


is considered to have every advantage. 


By the same token, a bad showing for other candidates 


in states where they are rated strong would put a crimp in 
their presidential plans. 


The primaries eyewash? 
No one who remembers the 


Republican results of 1944 and 1948 and sees the 1952 out- 
look clearly can credit Mr. Truman with more than a half- 
truth.

Senate May Spar in Cloture Fight 


Southern fear of four more northern votes in the 


U. S. senate still seems to be the underlying reason for 
opposition to admission of Hawaii and Alaska to state- 
hood. Whether or not southern opponents will try to 
filibuster against admission has apparently not been de- • 
cided. 


If there is filibuster, it will bring a fight for clo- 


ture, or limitation of debate. Republicans and northern 
Democrats might welcome an all-out fight on new cloture 
rules over the statehood issue, believing it better than a 
fight over cloture on the old civil rights question. 


Indians Want U. S. Guardianship 


U. S. Indian Commissioner Dillon S. Myer made a 


swing through the west last year, promoting his plan to 


the Indians out from under government protection 


and make them independent citizens. He met with the 
council of the Osage nation at Pawhuska, and later had a 
)ubllc meeting with the members of this oil-rich tribe. 
All were opposed to removal of government trusteeship 
over their lands. 


After the meeting, a few Indians who said they 


were from California, though they had Osage head rights, 
came up and asked Myer to meet with them. The Com- 
missioner said he would, so the meeting was arranged 
for Hollywood. 


When Myer got there, he found he was meeting with

Supersonic Planes Face Heat Barrier 


A "heat barrier" is now recognized as one of the 


greatest obstacles to be overcome in designing airplanes 
that will "go 1500 miles an hour, according to John F. 
Victory of the National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics. 


This is roughly twice the speed of present-day air- 


craft which have succeeded in breaking the "sonic bar- 


• rier" at 760 miles an hour, the spbed of sound at sea 
level. 


At a speed of "Mach 2" or twice the speed of sound, 


air friction raises the temperature of an airplane's skin 
to 475 degrees Fahrenheit at sea level, 250 degrees at 
40,000 feet. 
Aluminum alloy, from which present air- 


plane bodies are made, loses 10 per cent of its strength 
at 250 degrees. 40 per cent at 475. 


Two metals which can withstand this temperature 


are the rare metal titanium, good up to 600 degrees, and 
stainless steel, good up to 800. But the next problem is 
to design a refrigerating system that will keep the pilot 
from being roasted alive. 


Veterans' Administration will start paying its third 


National Service Life Insurance dividend in March, al- 
though payments on 1948 and 1951 dividends have not 
yet been completed. 


Over 600,000 vets have not yet filed claims for 1948 


dividend. VA is going over these cases again, to try to 
locate ex-service men who have money coming to them 
and don't know about it. 


Completion of 1951 dividend payment is fouled up 


in Department of Defense red tape. 


Of the seven million policy-holders eligible to share 


in this dividend, payments have been made to nearly 
all of the four million vets out of service. 


On the three million policies held by men and. wom- 


en still in service, over a million have been paid. 


The nearly two million unpaid dividends have been 


held up by an act of congress passed last year, known 
as public law 23. 


It permits holders of permanent National Service 


Life Insurance policies and the temporary five-year* term 
policies to apply for waiver of premium payment. 


This was made necessary xvhen congress gave every- 


one in service up to $10,000 free insurance. 


Servicemen who had been paying on their insurance 


by deduction of premium from their Army, Navy, or 
Air Force pay must apply for the waiver to Veterans Ad- 
ministration, then notify their services to stop the al- 
lotment. 


It has taken from six to eight weeks to get these 


papers back to Washington. 


VA must have both pieces of paper—the waiver ap- 


plication and the'-payroll deduction stop order—before it 
can start computing dividends, 
the snarl.

A sadi letter comes from a read- 


er, a'portion of which is quoted 
as follows: 


"My husband has been a drinker 


for the past twenty-five years. 
Lately he has been gojtting spells 
in the early morning and I think 
they are delirium, tremens. I wake 
up about 4:30 a.m. to find him 
shaking and trembling, his eyes 
rolling from side to side, and his 
mouth working hard as though 
trying to get breath. 


"My questions are: Is delirium 


tremens dangerous? 
cured? Does a man 


Can it be 
get violent 


with delirium tremens ? What can 
be done for him ? How will I know 
if my husband gets them? Does he 
need a doctor 
when he gets 


them?" 


It would seem that this woman's 


husband is truly a victim of delir- 
ium, tremens, which is one of the 
penalties sometimes paid by the 
chronic heavy drinker of alcoholic 
beverages. 


- Au attack takes different forms, 


and'is sometimes violent and other 
times merely involves visions of 
things like snakes under the bed 
or pink elephants on the wall. It 
has been truly called the "shaking 
madness." 


An attack of delirium tremens is 


a 
most unpleasant 
experience. 


Symptoms come on quickly over 
a period of two or three days, 


usually during 
or immediately 


after a heavy bout of drinking. 


At first, the sleep becomes brok- 


en, appetite is lost, and severe 
restlessnes develops. Frightening 
dreams occur and often cause the 
victim to wake 'up. 


The most characteristic symp- 


tom, of course, is the seeing 'of 
something which is not there. 
Often this takes the form of small 
moving creatures such as spiders, 
beetles, snakes, mice, rats, or the 
like. A fever and excessive sweat- 
ing, 
often associated with other 


symptoms and signs, may follow. 
ATTACK CAN; LAST FOR DAYS 


An attack often lasts for three 


or four days. Eventually, a good 
long sleep is likely to occur after 
which mental and physical im- 
provement take place rapidly. 


In answer to the specific ques- 


tions, delirium tremens is dan- 
gerous, it can usually be cured, 
violence in an attack is common, 
abstinence from alcohol is the 
most important aspect of treat- 
ment, and you can hardly avoid 
knowing when your husband .gets 
an attack. 
\ 


Finally, a doctor's advise is cer- 


tainly advisable during an attack 
of delirium tremens. 


This is really no disease to joke 


about, Since the effects of delirium 
tremens on the victim as well as 
on the relatives is little short of 
tragic.

Proper Scoring Easy Matter 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"I recently played in a Canasta, 


tournament," relates a Portland, 
Ore., correspondent. "The scor- 
ng seemed very peculiar to me, 
but the tournament director as- 
sured me that it followed ;'our 
ruling. If so, perhaps you wouldn't 
mind explaining the logic of the 
rule. 


"We played at several different 


tables, but one example will show 
.vhat happened. At the first table, 
we scored 4500 points, while our 
opponents scored 4800 points. We 
were given plus 300 points and we 
had to carry a minus score of 300 
points on our tally-card. 


"At another table, a pair of 


women who had scored only 3200 
points to 2100 for their opponents 
were high with a plus of 1100. 


"We felt that our opponents 


should have been first with a 
score of 4800 points, and that we 
should have been second with 
4500. As it was. our score of 
minus 300 points put us complete 
ly out of the running, and even 
our opponents were not very well 
up with only plus 300. 


"Is there any sense in this 


method of scoring? Or was it 
just somebody's mistaken inter- 
pretation of your rule?" 


There was no mistake about it 


That is the way I prefer to score, 
and I always recommend thai 
method to those who are willing 
to take my advice.

Vinson said, the size of the active 
armed forces can be cut to two 
million men from the 3,700,000 
now planned. That reduction, he 
said, would mean an eventual sav- 
ing of 13 billion dollars annually. 


Vinson said the nation has only 


two choices—to maintain an un- 
precedentedly largo standing force 
or to build up a ready reserve.

I said "it takes 30 bushels 


of corn to cover expenses of pro- 
duction, why not have 70 bushels 
profit instead of 20?" I intended 
. to qualify that sentence by having 
an "if" at the beginning. 


If corn is worth 52.00 per bush- 


el and you are on land valued at 
$100, 30 bushels of corn will cover 
,your expenses. 


If we are a little more real- 


istic and find the price of corn 
at $1.75 and you are on land 
valued at $400.00 per acre you 
will need 41 bushels to break 
even. 
Anything above 
that 


would be net profit or "take 
homo" corn. 


When the price of corn goes 


down to $1 and your land is val- 
ued at S500 it takes 70 bushels to 
break even using average costs. 


The percentage of the land that 


can safely be used for corn varies 
widely from farm to farm and is 
determined by the productivity of 
the land and its susceptability to- 
erosion. Furthermore, net returns 
from the corn crop is farm pro- 
fit; the returns from corn may 
have to help carry other crops 
used for a good land-use program. 
If we are going to continue profit- 
able farming, corn can occupy on- 
ly a limited acreage on the farm

"day for livestock infected with 


dreaded foot-and-mouth disease as 
Canada took drastic action to 
save her two billion dollar stock 
industry from an outbreak of the 
malady in southern 
Saskatche- 


wan. 
, The United States, which got 
its first foot-and-mouth infection 
from Canada in 1870, immediately 
banned all stock and meat im- 


-ports from across the northern 
•ijorder. This nipped a trade in 


breeding animals and meat which 
last year totaled 130 million 
dollars. 


The action followed announce- 


ment yesterday the disease had 
turned up at 22 farms and mu- 
nicipalities around Rcgina. 


Destroy Animals 


t Mounted police began destroy- 
ing infected animals, which federal 


Authorities said 
included 
1,015 


•battle, 193 hogs and 140 sheep. 


Rigid quarantine regulations were 
enforced to confine the disease 
to the Regina area, the only sec- 
tion where it has been found so 
far. 


Officials said they had a good 


chance of wiping out the disease 
on the spot. But in British Co- 
lumbia, provincial livestock com- 
missioner \V. R. Gunn said cattle 
^ars which had carried infected 
Battle might turn up in "Van- 


couver, Toronto or Chicago, and 
there might be an outbreak any- 
where." 


U.S. on Guard 


U.S. inspectors already were 


at work, tracking down all live 
animals brought into the U.S. 
from Canada in recent weeks. 
They were to be watched closely 
for possible infection. 
'Western cattle men in Edmon- 


ifm predicted meat prices would 


drop because the import ban by 
'the United States, the Canadian 
industry's chief export customer, 
would flood local markets.
